SIR HIRAH MAXIM 


FIRE-ARM INVENTOR 


IS DEAD IN LONDON

London, Nov. 24. — Sir Hiram Max- 


m, inventer of the automatic system 
f fire arms, died at his home here 
arly this morning. 


Sir Hiram was born 
in Sanger- 


ille, Maine, on Feb. 5, 1840.

was a descendant of English puritans 


ho were among the early settlers of 
lymouth 
county, 
Massachusetts. 


fter a meagre schooling he went to 
vork in a machine shop and later 
was employed in the machine works 


f his uncle, Levy Steveas at Fitch- 
urg, Mass.

of Commerce under the supervisionr 
of the Ohio Industrial Commission 
was commended and its possibilities 
outlined 
before 
the -Membership 


Council last night by C. H. May- 
hugh of Columbus, Assistant State 
.Statistician. 


A number of employers of labor 


were present and listened with inter- 
est to the remarks of Mr. Mayhugh 
•and they were convinced- that such a 
Bureau properly managed is great 
value to an industrial community 
like Newark. 
The speaker told of 


&ow the state employment exchange 
was started .several years ago and 
.how branches have been placeij 
in 


Cleveland, Toledo, Cincinnati, Colum- 
bus, Canton, Akron 
and 
Youngs- 


town. He clearly explained the sys- 
tem whereby the man and the job 
are brought in contact thereby, cut- 
ting out a great waste and. in times 
of industrial 
depression, 
relieving 


cities of the burden of supporting 
unemployed workmen and their fam- 
ilies. 


He said that Newark is the small- 


est city in the state which has start- 
ec1 a branch bureau under state su- 
pervision 
and 
complimented 
the 


Chamber of Commerce on its enter- 
prise and willingness to solve this 
perplexing question. 
He explained 


that except for financial assistance 
from the state, the bureau now in 
operation in the Newark chamber is 
doing the same work 
only 
on a 


smaller scale, that is being done by 
the branches in the larger cities. He 
dwelt on the good effects of the sys- 
tem which enables the proper hand- 
ling of "floaters" who after being 
provided with several jobs and fail- 
ed to make good will no longer be 
recommended to employers. He said 
that the first thing a branch must 
tlo is to build up confidence in its 
work so that employers will accept 
applicants for work sent to them.

until the public in some way guaran- 
tees that the employes' interests as 
to wages, hours of labor and condi- 
tions of work will be conserved. 


Discussing the right of corpora- 


tions to earn a fair return, the com- 
mittee points out that in most cases 
public utility services 
are 
worth 


more than the consumers have to pay 
for them, and that the public might 
well afford to pay higher rates, if 
revenues at existing rates were In- 
sufficient to afford the employe a 
living wage and the corporation a liv- 
ing income.

them they were given short weight. 
Samuel Lindsay, chief inspector of 


weights and measures has issued an- 
other warning against the sale of

measures. The dealer who measures 
cranberries or other small fruit in 
a liquid quart 
only gives 86 p,er 


cent of a quart to his customer and 
lays himself liable to a fine of from

PLACED IN CABINETS; 


DISPLAY COMPLETE 


Washington, Nov. 24.—The fam- 


ous White 
House 
celebration 
of 


China, containing specimens from the 
table service of all the presidents 
except two, has been placed 
in a 


room especially prepared for it un- 
der the supervision of Mrs. Wilson 
in the executive mansion. It is Mrs. 
Wilson's intention to increase the col- 
lection, if possible and the 
speci- 


mens have been so placed in cabinets 
as to leave room for expansion. The 
new room was prepared while the 
President and his family 
were 
at 


Shadow Lawn for the summer. 


Before leaving for 'Shadow Lawn 


Mrs. Wilson went over plans for the 
change with Mrs. Abby Gunn Baker, 
in charge of the collection, and in- 
structed her to select some of the 
pieces of eld china, glass and plate, 
which were stored 
iu White House 


closets, and place them in the new 
cabinet. 


While the collection, which Mrs. 


Baker has been building up for seve- 
ral years, includes pieces from every 
president except two, some adminis- 
trations are represented inadequate- 
ly, and she is continuing her work in 
the hope of making it really repre- 
sentative. 
Eventually the walls of the room 


are to be lined with cabinets for the 
collection, but at present only 
the 


first line has been put in. It 
ex- 


tends the entire length of the room 
and is in harmony with the architec- 
ture of the White 
House interior 


modeled after the Georgian period. 
The woodwork is of ivory white. The 
shelves are lined with handsome vel- 
vet, which gives a perfect background 
for the China as well as for the sil- 
ver and glass. The furniture of the 
room is a part cf the set. used in th° 
East room during the administration 
of President McKinley, and is 
up- 


holstered in brocaded satin 
of 
a 


light yellow tint. 


Mrs. 
Baker made a search of the 


historic ware already in the White 
House, and placed in the central sec- 
tion of the new cabinet some of the 
oldest pieces of silver and glass in 
the mansion. The Washington and 
John Adams relics are also displayed 
from the center to the right 
On the 


left of the cabinet the relics are ar- 
ranged in chronological 
order, 
of 


presidential 
administrations. Mrs. 


Baker is in correspondence with 
a 


number of the presidential descend- 
ants who are contemplating gifts to 
the collection.
